AABA. Sec. 3 of Article XI: Re: Qual¬ 
ification of players states: "A player 
may elect to play for a team in an¬ 
other town providing there Is no team 
in the town where he resides. 

Sec. 4 - Article XI: States; Prior Call 
to Players; No player shall be per¬ 
mitted to play for a team of another 
city or town If the ciy or town of his 
residence is operating a team in that 
division of competition, (end of quote) 
Sec. 1 • Article IX states; Competition 
shall be organized and promoted in 
each of the following divisions (1) 
Senior Men (2) Senior Women (3) 
Intermediate Men etc. Therefore there 
are distinct divisions of competition 
the definition of which are stated 
in Sec. 2 of the same article IX; 
Which says in part; A Senior Player 
is one who has competed In Senior 
Basketball in Alberta or elsewhere 
in the current season or the season 
previously completed.
